I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of 
the  Legislative  Library  for  the  calendar  year  1969. 
This  report  comprises  the  Legislative  Library  sma  the 
Archives  and  Public  Records  Branch.  The  library  serving 
the  Department  of  Health  anc  Social  Services  is  also 
vincer  the  Direction  of  the  Legislative  Librarian,  and 
funds  are  incluaed  in  the  Legislative  Library  estimates 
for  this  purpose.  Another  division  of  the  library, 
although  the  aiithority  is  under  the  Public  Libraries  Act, 
reports  on  the  public  libraries  of  Manitoba.  The  report 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Library  Services  is  therefore 
a  separate  report,  but  appendec  to  the  Legislative  Library 
report.

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LEGISLATIVE  LIBRARY 


This  year  of  i-ianitoba's  Centennial  -  1870-1970  -  is  a 
time  for  reassessment.  The  first  report  of  tne  Legislative 
Library  was  for  the  year  1884,  anc  we  feel  that  much  progress 
has  been  maae  since  that  time.   From  a  book  collection  of  3,11^ 
the  library  now  contains  75,000  books  with  727, 37(:  aocuments 
ana  pamphlets  -  excluaing  periocicals  anc  newspapers.   It  was 
during  1884  that  the  reciprocal  exchange  of  publications  was 
arranged  with  the  feaeral  government  ano  the  provinces,  the 
Library  of  Congress,  .^asnington,  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  and 
the  British  huseum.   These  arrangements  maae  so  long  ago  still 
continue  tocay. 

The  library  was  intenaed  to  serve  only  the  members  of 
the  government,  but  as  the  collections  grew  so  cia  tne  requests 
from  the  Department  personnel.  The  public  has  fulll  access  to 
the  library  for  reference  purposes  ana  much  use  is  u^ae  of  the 
resources  by  research  personnel  of  business  corporations,  stuoy 
groups,  university  stuaents  ana  professorial  staff,  .vithin 
government  Departments  the  requests  from  research  analysts,  informa- 
tional writers  ana  senior  personnel  reflect  the  programmes  of  the 
federal  ana  provincial  governments. 

From  Canada's  Centennial  in  1967  through  Hanitoba's  in 
1970  our  resources,  staff,  anc  equipment  have  been  taxea  to  the 
limit.  The  encurance  of  library  and  archives  staff  nas  been 
admirable.  We  see  no  prospect  of  any  let  up.   The  University  of 
Manitoba  history  students  have  been  using,  besiaes  the  regular 
printed  material,  our  weekly  anc  aaily  newspapers,  microfilm  ana 
paper  eaitions  each  day.  The  microfilin  reacers  (3;  are  reservea 
because  of  the  demana.  Stuaents  of  universities  ana  nigh  schools 
are  using  material  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before,  incluaing 
our  political  ana  historical  scrapbooks. 

Local  history  projects  of  schools  in  rural  nanitoba  cause 
some  problems  because  of  tne  number  anc  extent  of  the  requests. 
hAch   town  and  rural  municipality  has  not  nad  its  history  written, 
consequently  the  required  material  is  scatterea  among  many  sources. 
We  forwaro  copies  of  materials  when  available  ano  wnere  practice., 
but  we  are  not  able  to  meet  all  the  aemanas,  particularly  when 
requesus  come  for  duplicate  material  frofl.  the  sane  class  or  school.

We  continue  to  aistribute  the  ainual  reports  of  the 
Maiitoba  government  departments  to  76  libraries  on  a  free  recip>- 
rocal  exchange  basis.  Reports  of  special  committees  and  royal 
coijaissions  are  distributed  when  they  are  deposited  in  sufficient 
quantities.  Although  an  order- in-council  was  passed  by  cabinet 
many  years  ago  stipulating  that  three  copies  of  publications  of 
departments  be  aeposited  in  the  library,  we  still  have  difficulty 
in  obtaining  some.  Two  of  these  copies  remain  on  penaanent  file 
ana  the  other  is  forwarded  to  the  National  Library  in  Ottawa  in 
compliance  with  its  Act.  The  statutes,  journals  and  gazettes  are  ■ 
shipped  annually  to  libraries  from  the  Queen's  Printer  office 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Provincial  Librarifiui,  and,  in  turn, 
those  of  other  provinces  are  deposited  here. 

There  were  9,573  enquiries  for  research,  6,472  personal, 
and  3,101  by  telephone.  No  count  is  kept  of  requests  by  corres- 
pondence. This  method  of  research  is  increasing  rapidly  -  even 
within  Metro-Winnipeg  itself.  The  latter  type  is  encouraged  to 
come  to  the  library. 

Some  of  the  topics  requested  would  inaicate  the  scope  of 
enquiries  directed  towards  the  staff:  the  Winnipeg  General  Strike 
(50th  anniversary  1919  -  1969),  chronology  of  Manitob^ vents  1869  +, 
history  of  art  in  Manitoba,  political  and  social  history  of  Manitoba 
ana  Winnipeg,  ombudsman,  consumer  protection,  election  ejq>enses  and 
cod.  ributions,  automobile  insurance,  lotteries,  northern  devd.  op- 
ment,  wheat  nariceting,  recreation  studies,  Indian  rights,  open  area 
schools,  bilingualism,  pollution,  Riel,  etc. 

Interlibrary  loan  requests  (mainly  out  of  province)  to  other 
libraries  222,  borrowed  lAO. 

Microfilm  editions  of  some  serials  produced  and  distributed 
by  the  U.S.  government  are  being  purchased.  Although  we  receive  these 

Documents  as  depository  items,  it  is  uneconomical  either  in  staff 
time  or  shelving  space  to  retain  the  paper  editions  after  five  years.

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CATALOGUING  ANL  CIjVSSIJ-^ICATIQN 

1,211  items  were  catalogued  ana  classified,  with  5,31^ 
subject  entries.   The  government  CDcuments  al'  pertinent  anc 
current  interest  are  catalogueo  ana  use  is  oiaae  of  the  various 
government  departments'  printea  indexes  ana  oibliograpnies  for 
finding  aids  to  the  others. 

Last  year  25,750  documents  were  receivea  frou  tne  United 
States,  Great  Britain,  the  Commonwealth,  Unitea  Nations,  Canada 
and  the  provinces  amounting  to  493  per  week.  This  material  must 
be  stamped  and  shelved  for  easy  access  eacn  day.  Tne  saturation 
point  in  shelvir^  space  was  reached  long  ago,  now  the  floor  is 
used  extensively. 

The  National  Library  of  Canada  in  Ottawa  continues  to 
receive  notice  of  each  new  item  we  process  for  inclusion  in  the 
National  Union  Catalogue, 

Semi-annual  lists  of  acquisitions  are  forwarded  to  all 
members  of  the  legislature,  departmental  officials,  and  otner 
interested  persons. 
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PART  II  -PUBLIC  RECORDS  &  ARCHIVES

The  year  1969  saw  increasingly  heavy  use  being  made  of  all  the 
collections  of  the  Provincial  Archives  as  the  advent  of  Manitoba's 
centennial  year  celebrations  appr^^ached.     Demands  on  the  picture  col- 
lection,  for  example,  increased  300^  compared  to  the  previous  year; 
3,226  photographs  were  copied  on  order  in  1969  compared  to  1,045  in 
1968.     Ihe  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation,  book  and  magazine  pub-  • 
lishers  and  private  researchers  were  together  responsible  for  this  re- 
maricable  increase  in  volume,     Referaice  enquiries  by  telephone  and  cor- 
respondence also  increased;  1,066  letters  were  written  in  1969  compared 
to  only  761  in  1968,  while  1,98?  telephone  calls  were  recorded  compared 
to  1,510  diiring  the  previous  3rear,     The  enquiries  came  from  the  British 
Isles,  many  of  the  United  States,  most  Canadian  provinces,   but  in  great- 
est volume  from  all  parts  of  Manitoba.     The  enquiries  came  frcan  nationally 
distinguished  historians,   publishing  houses,  advertising  firms,   journalists, 
university  students  and   from  a  multiplying  legion  of  school  students. 

From  the  school  students  and  their  teachers  have  ccxne  incessant  and 
increasing  demands  for  literature  on  historical  topics,   ready  for  free 
distribution.     There  is  a  great  need  for  somebody  in  Manitoba  -  the  Depart- 
ment of  Youth  and  Education,   ihe  Manitoba  Historical  Society,   the  Manitoba 
Museum  of  Man  and  Nature,   or  the  Provincial  Library  and  Archives  -  to 
undertake  the  preparation  and  publicr  tion  of  a  pamphlet  series  on  major 
topics  in  Manitoba  history  such  as:    Indians  and  Eskimos,  discovery  and 
exploration,   the  fur  trade  era,   the  Selkirk  Settlement,   the  Metis,   Riel, 
the  disturbances  of  1869-70,   pioneer  life,   the  arrival  of  the  various  ethnic 
groups,   the  Governments  of  Manitoba  since  1870, 

The  answering  of  the  present  volume  of  enquiries  has  linfortxinately 
reduced  the  time  spent  by  the  three  professional  archivists  on  the  tasks 
essential  for  the  proper  management  of  any  archival  repository,    such  as 
acqxiisitions,   the  organizing  of  manuscripts,   indexing  and  the  preparation 
of  finding  aids. 

In  the  academic  year  1969-70  the  University  of  Manitoba  offered  for 
the  first  time  a  research  course  in  Manitoba  history.     Enrolment  exceeded 
expectations  and  almost  all  the  students  drew  heavily  on  the  resources  of 
the  Provincial  Library  and  Archives,   books,   periodicals  manuscripts,  maps 
and  microfilm,   taxing  seating  acccxmnodation,  microfilm  readers  and  copying 
services  to  full  capacity. 

If  demands  on  the  resources  and  physical  facilities  of  the  Archives 
continue  to  increase  at  a  figure  approximating  the  present  rate  we  will 
have  to  contemplate  either  a  reduction   in  the  quality  of  the  reference 
service  we  atterrpt  to  give  or  a  restriction  on  the  use  of  the  Archives 
facilities,    perhaps  by  school  students. 
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Activities 

The  Provincial  Arcnivist  attended   the  Annual  Keetinga  of  the  Canadian 
Historical  Association  held  at  Yoric  University,    Toronto,   at  the   beginning 
of  June,  and  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Archives  Section  of  the  Canadian 
Historical  Association,     He   then   travelled   to  Kanotick,   Ontario  to  exan'.ine 
the   papers   of  the  late  Hon.   JohnBracken,   Frender  of  Kanitoba,   19^2-19/*3. 

In   July  he  visited  lort  Arthur,   Ontario  to  examine  papers   belonging 
to  Mrs,   E.N,  Wright,  daughter  of  the  Hon.   Colin  Campbell,   1859-191^, 
Attorney-General  of  Manitoba,   1900-1912,   and   returned  with  an  extensive 
collection  of  the  papers  of  her  father  and  her  mother,  Mrs.  Minnie  E.Campbell, 
I862-I952,   active  in  public  life  of  Mianitoba   for  over  60  years. 

On  the  week-end  of  October  18th  the  three  professional  members  of  the 
staff  attended  the  first  regional  conference  of  prairie  archivists  wnich 
was  held  at  Regina  under  the  generous  spxxisorship  of  the  Saskatchevan 
Archives   Board,     The  meeting  was  organized  in  order  to  discuss  a  range  of 
mutual  problems  including  acquisitions,   indexing,   access  policies,    re- 
storation of  documents  and  microfilming  projects. 


DOCUMiiNTS  COMMITTEE 

Two  meetings  of  the  Documents  Committee  were  held  in  1969  to  consider 
approval  of  disposal  and  retention  schedules   for  certain  records  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,   the  Management  Conmittee  of  Cabinet  and  the  Lands 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Natural  Resources, 


ARCHITECTURAL  SURVEY 

The  photographic  survey  of  Manitoba  buildings  of  architectural  merit 
or  historical  significance  again  operated  out  of  the  office  of  the  Provin- 
cial Arc: Ives  from  May  to  September,      The  survey  is  sponsored  by  the  Mani- 
toba Association  of  Architects,   the  Manitoba  Historical  Society  and  the 
Historic  Sites  Advisory  Board  of  Manitoba,      The  I969  project  concentrated 
on  Metropolitan  Winnipeg  and  the  two  architectural  students  employed  to 
undertake  the  camera  woric  and  the  background  research,  Andrew  Little  and 
Norman  Blackie,   took  2,340  black  and  white  negatives  and  2,250  colour 
slides,  v^ich  have  been  deposited  with  the  work  of  the  four  preceeding 
sxmmer  sui^eys  in  the  Archives'    photographic  collection. 


ACQUISITIONS 

In  nvmiber  we  received  fewer  acquisitions  in  1969  than  in  1966,   but 
the  p*iysical  extent  of  the  I969  acquisitions  is  much  greater  than  those 
of  the  previous  year.     Presentations  of  notable   significance  included 
Mrs,   E.N.  Wright's  gift  of  the  papers  of  her  father  and  mother,    the 
Hon,  Colin  H,  Campbell  and  Minnie  B.  Campbell;  Mr.  Gumey  Ivans'  addition 
of  the  papers   of  his  own  public  career  to  those  cf  nis   father,    ^anfcrd   2vans, 
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Acq\iisitions   (Cont'd) 

already  deposited  in  the  Archives;   and  the  presentation  of  papers  re- 
lated to  the  Hon,   John  Bracken's  Manitoba  career,  by  Mrs, John  Bracken 

and  her  sons. 

The  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Natural   Resources 
transferred  to  the  Archives  the  notebooks  of  Captain  Webb,   the  stopping 
of  whose  survey  line  by  Louis  Riel  and  supporters  on  11th  October  1869 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  "Disturbances"   of  1869-70.     The  transfer  was 
made  in  a  public  ceremony  on  the  most  conveniently  appropriate  day,   Friday, 
ICth  October,  1969. 


FICTORE  COLLECTION 

Perhaps   the  most  outstanding  acquisition  of  the  year  was  the  pre- 
sentation of  two  original  photograj*i  albums  taken  by  Her  Majesty's   British 
North  America  Boundary  Survey  during  the  years  1673-1876.     The  albums  were 
the  property  of  Major  Genera]  Donald  Roderick  Cameron  (183^-1921) 

the  Boundary  Coranissioner,  and  were  given  to  the  Archives  by  his  grandson 
Lt.-Gol.  d.R,  Cameron  of  Vernon,   B.C.     They  contain  approximately  275  sepia 
prints  of  scenes  extending  across  the  49th  Parallel  from  Lake  of  the  Woods 
to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Mrs.  Annetts  of  Ottawa  presented  a  copy  of  a  portrait  of  her  brother 
Lieutenant  Alan  Amett  McLeod,  V.C,  only  son  of  a  distinguished  Manitoba 
historian,  Mrs.  Margaret  Amett  McLeod. 

The  Provincial  Architects'    office  transferred  to  the  Archives  the 
original  prize-winning  drawings  of  the  Legislative  Building,   the  work  of 
the  architect  Fr?nk  Worthington  Simon,  as  well  as  a  set  of  sketches  for 
all  the  original  furniture  designed  for  the  building. 


AUDIO-VISUAL  C0LL£X:TI0N 

As  an  increasing  number  of  moving  picture  films  and  tape  recordings 
seem  likely  to  find  their  way  into  the  Archives  in  future  years  a  beginning 
has  been  made  to  re-organize  the  reels  and  tapes  scattered  throughout  our 
present  holdings  into  a  new  and  separate  Audio-Visual  Collection.

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LIBRARY 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES 
Pauline  Hoseman,  Librarian 

During  the  year  the  library  provided  research  ana  circulation 
services  to  the  staff  of  the  Department,  other  government  ptrsonnel 
fiind  many  individuals  working  outsiae  the  government  whose  work  is 
relatea  to  the  Department's.  In  addition,  the  library  is  well  used 
by  students  in  the  nursing  ana  social  work  fields. 

The  library  continues  to  order  ana  process  all  professional 
literature  required  by  the  division  officers,  mental  institutions  and 
rural  offices.  The  material  is,  of  couree,  purchased  out  of  their  own 
funds.  A  union  book  catalogue  is  maintained  which  enables  the  Depart- 
ment staff  to  utilize  the  books  located  in  the  offices. 

Material  was  ordered  for  the  first  time  for  the  newly  created 
Southern  Health  Unit  at  Morden,  The  regional  social  service  offices 
have  been  re-organized  and  each  office  now  provides  services  to  any- 
one in  the  area  with  a  social  or  economic  problem.  Tnis  has  brought 
about  an  increase  in  orders  due  to  the  broader  range  of  subject  matter 
they  are  now  concerned  with.  Material  is  also  ordered  for  the  Adult 
Correctional  Staff  Training  Office. 

Some  5*000  titles  are  available  for  loan  and  two  hundred  current 
periodicals  are  received  regularly.  This  includes  laany  purchased  by 
the  division  offices  located  in  the  Norquay  and  Halter  Buildings,  These 
periodicals  are  circulated  to  the  staff  on  a  regular  basis  as  soon  as 
they  are  received.  Many  are  circulated  to  staff  located  in  the  rural 
areas  also. 

The  expanding  interest  of  the  Department  staff  and  the  increased 
number  of  library  patrons  reflect  the  continuing  demand  for  library 
services.  This  was  especially  evident  in  the  numerous  requests  for  in- 
formation on  the  following  subjects:  environmental  health,  pollution, 
home  care  services,  medical  care,  poverty,  arug  abuse,  nursing  homes, 
group  work,  housing  and  urban  renewal,  citizen  participation  ana  comaiun- 
ity  developnent,  adxaioistration  and  management,  staff  training  and  evalua- 
tion. Many  requests  were  received  for  historical  information  with  respect 
to  health  and  welfare  services  in  the  province  in  preparation  for  Manitoba's 
Csitennial, 

In  acquiring  material  for  the  library  special  emphasis  is  given 
to  the  publications  of  governments  and  organizations.  Some  of  these  are: 
the  ^orld  Health  Organization,  Canadian  ana  American  Public  Health  Associa- 
tions, American  Public  Welfare  Association,  National  Association  of  Social 
Workers,  British  Ministry  of  Health  ana  Social  Security,  U,S.  Public 
Health  Service  and  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services,  as  well  as  the 
feaeral  and  provincial  govemmaits  in  Canada.  Tnese  publishers  offer 
standards,  guidelines  and  ciurrent  thinking  which  is  so  relevant  to  the 
Department's  interests. 
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The  division  offices  continue  to  show  an  interest  in  system- 
atizing their  own  increasing  collections.  A  simplified  guideline 
was  prepared  for  this  purpose  ana  Distributed  upon  request.  The 
librarian  was  invited  to  the  Family  Bureau  of  Greater  Winnipeg  for  this 
purpose  also. 

The  library  participated  in  the  annual  Health  Education  (Workshop 
for  Teachers,  the  Prenatal  Institutes, ana  provided  orientation  to  new 
staff  members.  Talks  and  tours  were  given  to  classes  from  the  School 

of  Lental  Hygiene,  St.  Boniface  School  cf  Nursing  ana  the  School  of 
Business,  Red  River  Community  College. 

Four  lists  of  new  additions  to  the  collection  were  Distributed 
ana  many  smaller  bibliographies  on  specific  topics  were  prepared  at 
the  request  of  staff  members. 

A  total  of  3,864  books  and  miscellaneous  publications  were  pur- 
chased for  the  division  offices  and  174  for  the  library.  Many  complimentary 
publications  were  received  for  the  library  and  these  numbered  611.  224 
books  were  catalogued  ana  classified  for  the  library  and  descriptive  cata- 
loguing only  was  aone  for  318  books  ordered  by  the  aivisions.  The  aivi- 
sions  orderea  626  perioaical  subscriptions  ana  the  library  ordered  81. 
The  number  of  interlibrary  or  inter-office  loans  made  for  staff  was  179 
ana  15  loans  were  maae  to  other  libraries.  Some  8,288  publications  were 
circulated  auring  the  year  ana  reference  inquiries  numbered  1,437.  About 
3,500  patrons  visited  the  library  ana  used  a  total  of  14,953  publications. 

Mrs.  Anne  Koke,  Library  Technician,  resigned  after  five  years  of 
service.  The  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Sharon  Walaie,  Library  Tecnnician, 
who  transferred  from  the  Provincial  Library.

The  Town  of  Birtle  had  a  successful  by-law  but  the  R.M.  of 
Birtle  was  defeated.  The  Public  Libraries  Act  requires  that  two 
or  more  municipalities  pass  by-laws  before  a  regional  library 
system  may  be  formed,  and  that  each  by-law  has  a  majority  vote. 
The  same  explanation  holds  for  the  Town  of  Minnedosa,  the  R.M.  of 
Minto,  £ind  the  R.M,  of  Odanah.  The  by-laws  held  in  the  R.M,  of 
Louise  and  the  R,M.  of  South  Cypress,  if  successful,  were  to  establish 
these  municipalities  as  part  of  the  Lakeland  Regional  Library, 


Library  openings 

Fort  Garry  Public  Library  Board  was  the  happy  recipient  of  a 
bookmobile,  a  gift  froai  the  Rotary  Club  of  Fort  Garry.  It  was 
opened  October  25,  1969,  and  the  Idjrector  was  happy  to  participate 
in  this  event  by  cutting  the  ribbon  ana  declare  the  bookmobile  open. 
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Services  to  libraries 

The  professional  services  rendered  to  12  rural  regional 
libraries  remained  the  same,  with  one  exception,  namely  the  cata- 
loguing of  the  aault  fiction.  This  service  was  ciscontinued  firom 
oraerea  dated  Novanber  1st,  However,  the  selection,  ordering, 
ana  rotation  of  the  faction  from  this  office  remains  the  same. 

Tne  staff  of  tnis  branch  of  the  Legislative  Library  has 
remained  constant.  Promotional  meetings  were  conducted  in  several 
points  in  the  province  and  supervisory  visits  to  most  rural  lib- 
raries were  accomplisned.
